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To  the  Legal  Voters  of  Belmont: — 

Another  year  has  passed,  and,  in  compliance  with  the  law  of 
the  state,  we  desire  to  put  before  you,  as  far  as  possible,  the  es- 
sential items  in  connection  with  our  schools  and  our  work  as  your 
servants.  We  have  endeavored  to  be  faithful  in  our  work  and  in 
all  cases  have  done  that  which  our  judgment  and  the  spirit,  as 
well  as  the  letter  of  the  law,  seemed  to  demand. 

We  had  the  two  Province-road  school  houses  repaired  as  you 
voted  to  have  done  in  our  last  school  meeting.  The  work  was 
done  before  the  opening  of  the  Spring  term.  The  condition  of 
the  houses  was  such  as  to  require  a  sum  slightly  larger  than  the 
amount  appropriated.  The  buildings  are  now  in  a  fair  condition. 
The  tablet  to  the  memory  of  Napoleon  11  Gale  in  whose  honor 
your  village  school  was  named  by  the  vote  of  the  district  has  been 
secured  and  placed  in  the  lower  hall.  It  is  quite  an  ornament  to 
the  building  and  a  deserved  memorial  to  the  former  citizen  whose 
munificence  enabled  you  to  have  such  a  structure  without  the  bur- 
den of  taxation.  We  also  placed  the  name  "Gale  School"  upon 
the  front  of  the  building.     It  is  ornamental  and  attractive. 

We  have  maintained  schools  in  the  village,  Jamestown, Union, 
Ladd  Hill  and  Upper  Province-road  through  the  year.  A  school 
was  taught  in  the  Plumer  school  house  in  the  Spring  and  in  the 
Lower  Province-road  in  the  Autumn.  We  did  not  think  it  advi- 
sable to  have  schools  in  the  two  communities  the  remainder  of 
the  year  as  the  number  of  pupils  was  altogether  too  small  to  make 
it  profitable,  and  we  considered  it  would  violate  the  real  intention 
of  the  law  to  take  such  a  course. 

Our  rural  schools  are  becoming  small  and  we  feel  that  it  may 
be  neccessary  to  close  some  other  schools  the  coming  year  and 
transport  the  pupils  who  would  attend  them  to  some  other  school. 
Such  a  course  would  give  us  larger  schools,  better  teachers  and 
less  expense.     In  some  towns   no   school  is  maintained  in  a  com- 
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munity  with  less  than  ten  scholars.  To  us  this  seems  a  good  rule 
to  which  some  exceptions  might  occasionally  be  made  under  a  pe- 
culiar chain  of  circumstances.  We  repudiate  the  claim  which  is 
sometimes  made  that  schools  should  be  taught  in  certain  neigh- 
borhoods to  increase  the  value  of  real  estate.  Schools  are  sup- 
ported not  to  increase  the  value  of  any  man's  property,  but  to 
give  the  rudiments  of  an  education  to  the  children.  That  course 
should  be  taken  which  will  secure  this  end  without  the  slightest 
reference  to  increase  or  decrease  of  values.  All  intelligent  and 
loyal  citizens  should  and  will  admit  the  soundness  of  these  prom- 
ises and  coincide  with  them  in  a  practical  manner  by  giving  a  true 
and  loyal  support  to  the  School  Board  in  all  the  steps  it  takes  to 
make  our  schools  more  efficient  and  give  our  boys  and  girls  a  bet- 
ter chance  to  acquire  an  education  which  will  prepare  them  for 
the  duties  of  American  citizenship. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  present  school  we  considered  our- 
selves very  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  our  former  towns- 
man, Ernest  K.  Piper,  as  principal  of  our  village  schools.  In 
that  position  he  is  doing  excellent  work,  and  we  sincerely  trust 
that  he  may  be  retained.  Miss  Annis  left  at  the  close  of  the 
Autumn  term  and  her  sixth  year  of  faithful  service.  Like  Eve's 
daughters  in  all  ages  she  exercised  the  right  to  get  married.  We 
wish  her  as  good  a  measure  of  success  in  her  new  sphere  as  she 
gained  in  the  school-room.  We  congratulate  ourselves  and  the 
good  people  of  the  community  upon  having  found  a  very  excel- 
lent teacher  in  the  person  of  Miss  Belle  A.  Huckins  to  fill  the 
corps  of  village  teachers.  Our  schools  as  a  whole  have  been  usu- 
ally successful  and  the  scholars  have  made  good  progress.  In  the 
cases  where  the  progress  was  not  satisfactory  the  failure  was  due 
to  inexperience.  The  excellent  education  which  the  teachers  pos- 
sess united  with  a  little  experience  and  a  patient  study  of  the 
needs  and  temperaments  of  pupils  will  ultimately  gain  success  and 
appreciation. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  punctual  attendance  at  school 
and  a  faithful  application  to  study  are  absolutely  essential  to  any- 
thing like  progress.  The  unnecessary  and  inexcusable  irregular- 
ity of  attendance  seen  in  our  village  schools  account  for  the  poor 
progress  made  by  some  of  the  pupils.  It  also  presents  a  problem 
for  our  teachers  to  solve  in  arranging  their  classes.      Scholars  who 
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remain  out  of  school  a  third  day  or  even  one-half  of  the  time 
seem  to  think  they  ought  to  remain  in  their  class,  an  item  which 
if  allowed  interfere  seriously  with  the  character  of  the  school. 
We  urge  upon  all  children  the  necessity  of  regular  attendance  and 
upon  all  parents  the  necessity  of  obeying  the  law  of  the  state. 
We  regret  the  necessity  of  saying  that  the  children  in  the  ungra- 
ded schools  in  the  outskirts  of  the  town  amid  unfavorable  circum- 
stances attend  school  much  more  than  those  in  the  village  almost 
under  the  shadow  of  the  school  house.  We  trust  for,  and  expect 
a  better  attendance  the  coming  year. 

We  refer  the  citizens  to  the  annexed  statistical  table  for  all 
necessary  information  in  regard  to  schools,  teachers  and  scholars. 

Thanking  all  the  good  people  for  their  many  kind  word-;  and 
deeds  we  submit  this  report  for  your  consideration.
